CANCER DETECTING SERUM 


In a 1971 issue of the Isreal 

Journal Of Medical Sciences, a 
woman doctor by the name of Dr. Tal,. 
had an article on a cancer serum of 

T.he reason why pregnant women show 
the presence of T-globulin in their : 
serum is because the primitive cells of 
the placenta stimulate production of T- 
globulin the same way tumor cells do. 

Dr. Tal took serum from over 500 
cancer cases in Israel, and put it into. 
rabbits to get Anti-T-globulin serum. 
Then the patient is tested against the 
Anti-T-globulin serum. The test will 
either come out positive or negitive. 
Cases she tested, were cancer detectable 
one year earlier than already establish 
ed tests. 3

Prior to 1970, the same oppress- 
ive law was in effect in New York, 
In 1970, an abortion reform bill was. 
passed and signed in New York. The 
Catholic Church and "Right to Life" 


_ €roups organized a diligent cam- 


paign to reverse the reforms and 
return New York to a modern day 
replica of the dark ages. The anti- 
abortion groups put enough political 
pressure on legislatures to cause 
the passage of the Donovan-Crawford 
bill by the State Assembly and State 
Senate. This bill abolished the 
States liberalized abortion law 
permitting abortions on demand 
until the twenty—fourth week of 
pregnancy and put the old re- 
strictive law back into effect. 


‘This law, like the Connecticut law, 


only allows abortion when the life 
of the expectant mother was threat- 
ened. Luckily, Govenor Rockefeller 
has vetoed this bill but not with- 
out considering compromise of the 
current \jlaw. |
